Elder  Haight  spoke  of  loving  one 
another.  “Besides  loving  God,  we  are 
commanded  to  do  what  to  many  is  a 
more  difficult  commandment  —  to 
love  all,  even  enemies,  and  go  beyond 
the  barrier  of  race  or  class  or  family 
relationship. 

“  ‘Greater  love  hath  no  man  than 
this,  that  a  man  lay  down  his  life  for 
his  friends,’  ”  Elder  Haight  said. 

He  went  on  to  recite  the  experience 
of  the  man  who  had  passed  the  life 
preserver  on  to  his  “unknown 
friends”  and  lost  his  own  life  in  the 
Potomac  River  after  the  crash  of  a 
commercial  airliner  into  that  river 
near  Washington,  D.C.,  earlier  this 
year. 

Bishop  Clarke  related  his  personal 
conversion  to  the  scriptures. 

As  a  boy  growing  up  in  a  Mormon 
community,  he  had  a  strong  testi¬ 
mony  of  Joseph  Smith,  but  had  felt  no 
special  need  or  urgency  to  study  the 
scriptures. 

“I  am  ashamed  to  confess,”  Bishop 
Clarke  said,  “that  I  left  Lehi  and  his 
family  somewhere  in  the  wilderness 
on  a  number  of  occasions.” 

Bishop  Clarke  said  it  was  an  un¬ 
usual  quirk  of  fate  that  expanded  his 
28-day  voyage  to  the  mission  field  of 
South  Africa  into  a  84-day  journey.  It 
was  during  that  time  he  spent  at  sea 
that  a  whole  new  world  of  gospel 
knowledge  was  opened  up  to  him,  he 
said. 

Bishop  Clarke  said  the  church’s 
scriptural  records  are  miracles  them¬ 
selves.  “When  we  consider  the  fiery 
furnace  of  conquest  and  persecution 
through  which  the  Bible  has  passed, 
the  great  wonder  is  riot  whether  it  is 


complete  or  translated  correctly,  but 
the  miracle  that  it  has  survived  at 
all,”  Bishop  Clarke  said.  “Surely  the 
Lord  has  preserved  it  for  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  his  children.” 

He  said  there  is  no  excuse  for  not 
taking  advantage  of  the  sacrifices 


that  provided  us  with  sacred  records. 

“If  we  are  to  know  God,”  Bishop 
Clarke  said,  “we  must  read  his  words, 
for  therein  he  stands  revealed  to  the 
honest  in  heart.”

“pleased  he  could  do  it  without  falling  down.” 

As  they  prepared  to  come  to  Salt  Lake  City  and 
give  their  talks,  Nicholas  said,  he  and  Pingel  de¬ 
cided  not  to  tell  anyone  about  what  they  would  be 
doing  except  their  immediate  families.

President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  a 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency, 
admonished  members  to  overcome 
the  rampant  evil  in  the  world  through 
good  works.  His  remarks  came  near 
the  close  of  the  fifth  and  final  session 
of  General  Conference  on  Sunday 
afternoon. 

President  Hinckley  cited  evils  such 
as  child  and  wife  abuse,  recent  deaths 
due  to  cyanide  placed  in  Tylenol  cap¬ 
sules  and  pornography  as  evidences 
of  the  growing  evil  influence  that 
LDS  Church  members  should  be 
aware  of. 

“Let  us  deal  in  kindness  and  appre¬ 
ciation  toward  those  for  whom  we 
must  account,”  he  said. 

President  Hinckley  lamented  the 
absence  of  97-year-old  Elder  LeG¬ 


rand  Richards  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  in  whose  place  he  was  speak¬ 
ing.  The  strain  of  Elder  Richard’s  re¬ 
cent  leg  amputation  “has  had  a 
traumatic  effect  on  his  health,”  Presi¬ 
dent  Hinckley  said,  adding  that  Elder 
Richard’s  voice  had  borne  strong 
testimony  of  the  gospel  and  would  be 
greatly  missed. 

President  Hinckley  counseled 
politicians  seeking  office  in  the 
November  elections  to  center  their 
campaigns  on  the  issues  rather  than 
personalities.  Among  those  in  attend¬ 
ance  were  Utah  senatorial  candidates 
Ted  Wilson  and  Orrin  Hatch. 

LDS  Church  President  Spencer  W.

“We  should  decide  now,  in  the  light 
of  the  morning,  how  we  will  act  when 
the  darkenss  of  night  and  when  the 
storms  of  temptation  arrive,”  Elder 
Hunter  said. 

Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  president 
of  the  Council  of  Twelve,  spoke  to 
church  members  on  the  importance  of 
marriage  and  family  life.  “In  an  eter¬ 
nal  sense,  salvation  is  a  family  affair,” 
he  said. 

Citing  statistics  on  divorce  and 
women  in  the  work  force,  President 
Benson  said,  “No  society  will  long 
survive  without  mothers  who  care  for 
their  young  and  provide  that  nurtur¬ 
ing  care  so  essential  for  their  normal 
development.” 

He  also  said  that  such  innocent¬ 
sounding  phrases  as  “alternative  life 
style,”  “freedom  of  choice,” 
“meaningful  relationship”  and  “self- 
fulfillment”  are  used  to  justify  prac¬ 
tices  like  adultery,  homosexuality, 
abortion  and  extra-marital  sex. 

President  Benson  gave  three  fun¬ 
damentals  to  happy,  enduring  family 
relationships. 

First,  he  said,  a  husband  and  wife 
must  attain  righteous  unity  and  one¬ 
ness  in  their  goals,  desires  and  ac¬ 
tions.  “Marriage  itself  must  be  re¬ 
garded  as  a  sacred  sacrament  and 
covenant  before  God,”  he  said. 
“Fidelity  to  one’s  marriage  vows  is 
absolutely  essential  for  love,  trust 
and  peace.” 

Second,  parents  should  nurture 
their  children  with  love  and  the 
admonitions  of  the  Lord,  he  said. 
“Children  must  be  taught  to  pray,  to 
rely  on  the  Lord  for  guidance,  and  to 
express  appreciation  for  the  blessings 
that  are  theirs.” 

He  said  children  must  be  taught 
right  from  wrong  and  how  to  work  at 
home.  He  also  said  that  the  leisure 
time  of  children  must  be  directed  to 
‘wholesome,  positive  pursuits  and 
'that  families  must  spend  time 
together  in  work  and  recreation. 

'  Third,  parents  must  prepare  their 
children  for  the  ordinances  of  the  gos¬ 
pel.  “The  most  important  teachings  in 
the  home  are  spiritual,”  President 
Benson  said.  “Parents  in  Zion  are 
commanded  to  prepare  their  sons  and 
daughters  for  the  ordinances  of  the 
gospel.” 

Elder  J.  Thomas  Fyans,  a  member 
of  the  First  Council  of  Seventy,  closed 
the  session  by  bearing  his  testimony 
of  Jesus  Christ.

Backs  to  wall 

The  Cougars  had  their  backs  to  the  wall  as  far  as 
contention  in  the  WAC  was  concerned,  but  BYU  “is 
a  lot  more  intense  when  we  know  what  we  have  to 
do,”  according  to  Young. 

The  defense  held  the  Miners  to  just  47  yards 
passing  and  243  total  yards. 

“A  tough  loss  tends  to  shake  up  your  confidence, 
and  I  think  the  defense  felt  some  pressure,”  said 
BYU  head  coach  LaYell  Edwards.

BYU  scored  its  initial  touchdown  on  a  9-yard 
jaunt  by  Waymon.  Hamilton  on  a  draw,  six  plays 
after  the  Cougars  had  recovered  the  first  of  three 
UTEP  fumbles  on  the  BYU  48. 

UTEP,  who  had  stayed  within  reach  of  Hawaii 
and  played  respectively  for  part  of  its  loss  to  South¬ 
ern  Methodist,  was  down  only  7-0  at  the  end  of  the 
first  quarter,  but  BYU  outscored  the  Miners  20-3  in 
the  second  quarter  to  take  a  27-3  halftime  bulge  into 
the.  locker  room.

The  drive  was  culminated  on  a  first-and-goal 
from  the  2-yard  line,  when  Young  rolled  right  and 
hit  Eddie  Stinnett  in  traffic  for  the  TD  to  put  the 
Cougars, up  21-0,  followed  by  a  Kurt  Gunther  PAT.

The  final  10  BYU  points  came  on  a  37-yard  Kurt 
Gunther  field  goal  and  a  one-yard  touchdown  by 
Jimmy  Jones. 

Jones’  score  followed  a  51-yard  BYU  drive  en¬ 
gineered  by  Krzmarzick  late  in  the  game. 

F ollowing  the  game,  Miner  coach  Bill  Yung  men¬ 
tioned  that  when  the  BYU  screen  passes  and  run¬ 
ning  game  work  as  well  as  they  did,  it  means 
trouble.

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Final  session  urges  gospel  outlook

President  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  first  counselor  in  the 
First  Presidency,  was  the  final  speaker  of  the  ses¬ 
sion.  Despite  difficulty  in  speaking,  President  Tan¬ 
ner  bore  his  testimony  of  the  truth  of  the  LDS 
Church,  adding  “when  we  pray,  let  us  remember 
that  it  was  a  prayer  that  brought  this  church  to  the 
earth.” 

Elder  Neal  A.  Maxwell,  a  member  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve,  used  examples  from  the  lives  of 
Apostle  Paul,  Joseph  Smith,  the  Savior  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church  throughout  the  ages  to  illustrate 
why  members  should  “be  of  good  cheer”  in  hard 
times  ahead. 

“If  we  are  of  good  cheer,  we  will  find  nostalgia  for 
another  time  of  no  use,”  he  said.  “And  being  of  good 
cheer  is  part  of  being  valiant  in  the  testimony  of 
Jesus.” 

Elder  Maxwell  said  the  key  to  being  happy  is 
obeying  the  word  of  the  Lord.  “Surely,  brothers 
and  sisters,  already  too  many  church  members 
have  broken  hearts  and  broken  homes  because  of 
broken  covenants  and  broken  promises,”  he  said. 
“Surely  society’s  increasing  slide  toward  pleasure¬ 
seeking  brings  our  so-called  civilization  compara¬ 
tively  closer  to  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  than  it  does  to 
the  Garden  of  Eden.” 

In  addressing  the  topic  of  “pure  religion,”  Elder 
Marvin  J.  Ashton  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
struck  out  at  those  who  seek  to  criticize  religions 
differing  from  their  own,  particularly  anti- 
Mormons.  “No  religion,  group,  nor  individual  can 
prosper  over  an  extended  period  of  time  with  fault¬ 


finding  as  their  foundation,”  he  said.  Saying  there 
was  no  time  for  contention,  Elder  Ashton  Said  the 
church  discourages  its  members  from  becoming 
anti-anti-Mormon. 

Elder  Robert  E.  Wells  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy  said  members  should  strive  to  “be  a  friend, 
a  servant  and  a  son  of  the  Saviour  so  that  others 
could  never  accuse  them  of  not  being  Christian. 

“I  believe  it  to  be  the  responsibility  of  every 
member  of  the  church  to  so  live  and  teach  and 
preach  that  there  will  never  be  any  doubt  on  the 
part  of  friends,  associates,  and  casual  acquaint¬ 
ances  as  to  our  being  100  percent  Christians,”  he 


With  eyes  tearing  and  a  strained  voice,  Elder 
George  P,  Lee,  a  member  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Severity,  bore  an  emotional  testimony  of  the  divin¬ 
ity  of  Jesus  Christ  and  his  infinite  atonement.  The 
witness  given  to  him  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  he  said, 
“exceeds  all  other  evidences.” 

Elder  Vaughn  J.  Featherstone  of  the  First 
Quorum  Of  Seventy  cited  the  parable  of  the  prodigal 
son  as  an  example  of  how  members  should  treat 
those  who  are  inactive  or  who  have  committed  se¬ 
rious  transgressions.  “They  need  the  sweet,  abid¬ 
ing  love  of  a  compassionate  parent  or  loving  brother 
or  sister,”  he  said.

NEWS  TIPS

General  authorities  of  the  LDS  Church  spoke  on 
trusting  in  God,  having  faith  to  overcome  chal¬ 
lenges,  worshipping  through  music,  understanding 
the  roles  of  Christ,  helping  bishops  fulfill  their  call¬ 
ings  and  scouting  at  the  Saturday  afternoon  session 
of  General  Conference. 

Speakers  for  the  second  general  session  in  the 
Tabernacle  on  Temple  Square  were  Elders  Rex  C. 
Reeve  and  Rex  D.  Pinegar  of  the  Quorum  of 
Seventy;  Elder  Franklin  D.  Richards  of  the  pres¬ 
idency  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy;  and  Elders 
Bruce  R.  McConkie,  L.  Tom  Perry  and  Thomas  S. 
Monson  of  the  Council  of  Twelve. 

President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley  of  the  First  Pres¬ 
idency  conducted  the  meeting  while  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  watched  it  on  television  from 
his  room  in  the  Hotel  Utah. 

President  Hinckley  read  the  names  of  the  gener¬ 
al  authorities  of  the  church  for  the  members  to 
sustain  and,  for  the  first  time  in  two  years,  no  one 
raised  objection  the  church  leaders. 

“As  fearful  as  the  daily  news  headlines  are  and 
even  though  there  is  violence  and  ominous  uncer¬ 
tainty  continually,”  Elder  Reeve  said,  “there  is  no 
problem  .  .  .  which  could  not  be  solved  ...  if  men 
and  nations  would  turn  their  hearts  and  lives  to 
God.” 

Elder  Reeve  said  that  because  real  worship  is  of 
the  heart,  if  all  people  would  reach  to  God  with  all 
their  hearts,  war  would  cease,  there  would  be  no 
dishonesty,  families  would  live  without  discord  and 
man  would  love  his  neighbor  as  himself. 

Elder  Reeve  told  the  young  men  to  prepare  for 
missions,  young  women  to  prepare  for  temple  mar¬ 
riage,  parents  to  teach  their  children  to  love  one 
another  and  single  people  to  seek  strength  from 
God  to  meet  challenges. 

Elder  Pinegar  addressed  those  “searching  for 
the  strength  to  meet  the  challenges  of  lift.” 

At  every  age  people  must  face  challenges,  he 
said. 


wives,  children,  ward  priesthood  quorums  and 
church  members  play  in  supporting  and  sustaining 
bishops. 

For  a  bishop  to  succeed  in  his  calling,  Elder  Per¬ 
ry  said,  his  wife  must  sustain  him  completely. 

In  addition,  the  bishop’s  wife  must  never  discuss 
confidential  information  she  hears  with  anyone,  he 
said.  “Nothing  would  destroy  the  credibility  of  a 
bishop  more  than  his  companion  revealing  con¬ 
fidential  information  she  happened  to  overhear” 
pertaining  to  ward  business,  he  said. 

Priesthood  quorum  leaders  and  home  teachers 
must  fulfill  their  callings  to  prevent  ward  family 
problems  from  growing  so  large  that  the  bishop 
must  handle  them,  thus  adding  to  the  bishop’s  bur¬ 
den,  he  said. 

He  also  said  the  general  membership  of  a  ward 
should  follow  five  basic  rules  in  dealing  with  the 
bishop:  never  go  to  the  bishop  before  praying  for 
inspiration  and  a  solution,  never  involve  the  bishop 
in  a  problem  that  can  be  solved  by  home  teachers  or 
priesthood  quorums,  never  speak  ill  of  the  bishop  or 
his  family,  live  in  harmony  with  the  gospel  and 
remember  the  bishop  in  family  prayers. 

The  obligations  of  a  bishop  are  first  to  be  a  good 
husband,  then  to  be  a  good  father  and  third  to 
provide  for  the  needs  of  his  family,  Elder  Perry 
said. 

“After  these  obligations  to  his  family  are  met, 
then  he  has  the  opportunity  to  serve  in  his  calling,” 
he  said. 

Elder  Monson  spoke  about  the  benefits  boys  re¬ 
ceive  when  they  participate  in  the  Boy  Scout 
program. 

“Scouting  teaches  boys  how  to  live,  not  merely 
how  to  make  a  living,”  he  said. 

“It  has  been  said,  ‘The  greatest  gift  a  man  can 
give  a  boy  is  his  willingness  to  share  a  part  of  his  life 
with  him,’  ”  Elder  Monson  said.

“The  problems  accompanying  marriage,  rearing 
a  family,  earning  a  living  or  coping  with  illness,  old 
age  and  death  are  realities  of  life  which  we  are 
required  to  meet,”  Elder  Pinegar  said. 

“Do  not  fear  the  challenges  of  life,  but  approach 
them  patiently  with  faith  in  God,”  he  said.  “He  will 
reward  our  faith  with  power  not  only  to  endure,  but 
to  overcome  the  hardships,  disappointments,  trials 
and  struggles  of  daily  living.” 

Elder  Richards  emphasized  the  importance  and 
value  of  participating  in  congregational  singing. 

“In  our  Latter-day  Saint  hymns,  we  sing  praises 
to  the  Lord,  pray  unto  the  Lord,  recite  great  reli¬ 
gious  truths  —  in  effect  sermons  —  and  our  minds 
and  spirits  are  elevated  and  spiritually  stimulated,  ” 
he  said.
